lf on Low Salt Diet 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Schizophrenia Nips Youths

If you're on a specially pre­ 
scribed low salt or salt free diet, 
you’d better 
make 
sure 
your 
drinking and cooking water is not 
spoiling it Maybe you are getting 
too much salt just from the wat­ 
er. 
You should be especially on 
guard against such a situation if 
you have a water softener in your 
home. Some of these units may 
increase the sodium or salt con­ 
tent of the treated water. 


Salt Content 
Just how much the sail content 
is boosted depends upon how hard 
the water is. the concentration of 
ions replaced by sodium and up­ 
on the maintenance of the water- 
softening machines. 
Now this sodium content might 
be fairly high. Tests of samples 
of softener! water from universi­ 
ty buildings and private homes at 
Columbia, Missouri, .showed the 
sodium content of one liter of 
w-ater to be on the average of 
about IGO to 175 mg. The amount 
of sodium, of course, varied and 
occasionally was as high as 253 
mg. per liter. This may be enough 
to nullify any efforts to maintain 
a low sodium diet. 


Solving Problem 
In some instances, about the 


only way to solve this problem is 
to use the treated water for bath­ 
ing. washing dishes and doing 
the laundry and to use untreated 
water for drinking and cooking. 
Even this, however, may not be 
advisable for some of you who 
are on strict low sodium diets, for 
content of the untreated water 
may be high enough to spoil such 
diets. 
In such cases, it is probably 
best to use distilled water or bot­ 
tled water with a known low sod­ 
ium content.

Now this sodium content might 
be fairly high. Tests of samples 
of softened water from universi­ 
ty buildings and private homes at 
Columbia, .Missouri, showed the 
sodium content of one liter of 
w-ater to be on the average of 
about IfiO' to IIS mg. The amount 
of sodium, of course, varied and 
occasionally was as high as 25.'! 
mg. per liter. This may be enough 
to nullify any effort.s to m'amtain 
a low sodium diet. 


Solving Problem 


In some instances, about the 


only way to solve this problem is 
to use the treated water for bath­ 
ing, washing dishes and doing 
the laundry and to use untreated 
water for drinking and cooking. 
Even this, however, may not be 
advisable for some of you whO' 
are on strict low .sodium diets, for 
content of the untreated water 
may be high enough to spoil such 
diets. 
In such cases, it is probably 
best to use distilled water or bot­ 
tled water with a known low S'Od- 
ium content.

“ With the auto industry on the way 
to solving its production and sup­ 
ply problems, the increases should 
overbalance the decrease to set a 
record.” 


“ Steel” said stable labor rela­ 
tions are in prospect because “ the 
next big contract opening doesn't 
come until 1958, when the auto 
pacts expire.” New contract talks 
in the steel industry are not sched­ 
uled until 1959. 


The magaine said pressure con­ 
tinues to build up for steel price 
increases. Its price composite on 
finished steel stood at $137 66 a 
net ton last week. a rise of 18 
cents.

“Nowhere in the statute relating 
to the Highway Construction Coun­ 
cil,” O’Neill said, “do I find any 
provision for a determination, or

(2) the federal government and 
local subdivisions of the state. 
“The director of highways, of 
course, is given authority in clear 
te ms to negotiate agreements as 
to such cost division on behalf of 
the state with such other parti­ 
cipating agencies.” 
The opinion added that council 
lacks authority to interfere with

months he has been living on gov­ 
ernment-owned farms in Israel. 
A 2t-year-old. enthusiastic recent 
graduate U the College of Agri­ 
culture at Ohio State University, I 
Ed is just back from a trip spon­ 
sored by the International Farm I 
Youth Exchange, 
He missed the war with Egypt I 
entirely. “ It started five days after 
we left the country.” 
As a consequence, Ed generally 
preferred 
to talk 
about 
Israeli 
farming rather than politics and 
war. On the subject of farming, he 
has some rather decided views. 
In the first place, he told an 
interviewer during a Washington 
stopover the of er day. running a 
farm in Israel is .vastly different 
from what it is in Ohio. 
Back home his father. Carl E 
Pickering, 
works 
a 
diversified 
farm of 138 acres In Israel young 
Pickering 
was 
living on 
farms 
similar to collective farms in the 
Soviet Union. 
“ Everybody eats together,” he 
recalled. 
“The 
children 
live 
in 
separate housing with nurses in­ 
stead of their families. The school 
children actually run their schools, 


telling their teachers what they 
want to learn. 
“ And on the farm, everyone has 
a separate job. One man will be in 
charge of tractors, another will be 
in charge of spraying the vine­ 
yards. 
“Women are completely equal 
to men, There is no pay at all. 
Everyone is given the same cloth­ 
ing, the same food 
“The most they get in cash is 
a little spending money.” 
But despite all these differences 
from anything he had known, Ed 
said, he believes Israeli farming 
compares 
favorably 
wuth 
Ohio 
farming. 
The outstanding difference, he 
said, is that the Jews have to use 
a lot more manpower. 
Asked 
whether 
he 
thinks 
the 
government 
farms 
are 
working 
well, he replied: “ I think it is a 
good answer to their problems. 
Our problems are different from 
theirs ” 
Young Pickering was interview­ 
ed during a conference for a num­ 
ber of young 4-H Club people who 
have just returned from trips to 
foreign lands. 
Sitting next to him during the 
interview 
was 
a 
young 
farmer 
named Ray Foeht of Waynesfield, 
Auglaize County, Ohio. 
Foeht toured iran, where he said

all>’ are European in origin,” he 
wrote. 
At the sam e time Nasser pledg­ 
ed himself to international cooper­ 
ation and proposed expanding the 
scope of international law to meet 
the needs of ‘the complex modern 
world.” 
Denying he is trying to create 
an Arab empire, Nasser said: 
‘‘The concept of Arab imperial­ 
ism is foreign fiction or foreign 
propa,ganda.” 
He reiterat'ed his governm,ent in­ 
tends t'O improve the economic and 
social 'Conditions 'Of its people, but 
said the task is hindered ‘‘till cer­ 
tain highly inflammable problems 
are solved.” 
‘‘The policy of Egypt is the pol­ 
icy of national independence.” he 
explained. ‘‘Egypt and the Egyp­ 
tians value this independence more 
than life itself. Just as Egypt is 
determined to have political inde­ 
pendence, so also Egypt is deter­ 
mined to have and maintain ideo­ 
logical independence.”

A 'irst * hand account of th e 
people behind the Communist Iron j 
Curtain in Europe and the life they 
live was given to members of the 
Washington C. H. League of Wom­ 
en Voters at two meetings t h i s 
week by Mrs. David Heusinkveld, j 
Cincinnati, field secretary of the 
Ohio LWV. 
The afternoon meeting was held j 
at the home of Mrs. Paul S. Craig, , 
the evening meeting at the home 
c*' Mrs. Walter Morrow. Mrs. John 
P. Case, LWV president, presided 
at both meetings. 
Mrs. Heusinkveld was one of 
50 men and women who toured 
the Communist dominated coun* j 
tries last summer. The purpose 
of the tour, she said, was to re­ 
lieve international tensions by let- j 
ting the people see these little- 
known countries and relate their i 
experiences 
after 
they 
return 
home. 


In London, they were addressed 
by members of the British Parlia­ 
ment and were granted an inter- i 
view with the "Red Dean" of Can- ; 
terbury.

IN PARIS, Gen. Alfred Guen­ 
ther of NATO told them of the re­ 
armament of Germany. 
They found West Germany large- > 
ly reconstructed w i t h M arshall 
Plan money, she said, and new 
buildings and gardens are taking j 
form on top of the rubble of war. 
The group flew from Fast Ber- j 
Un to Belgrade in the first Kus- ; 
sian plane to make the trip since 
the war, she said.
